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A Brief Biography of Simeon Strickland 


Simeon (Sim) Strickland was born April 16, 1822 and died April 
16, 1895. He was married to Eliza Jane Moulds who was born July 5, 
1829 and died April .19,.1914. 

The earliest known part of Simeon and Eliza Strickland's life 
was spent on a farm in Jasper County near Rose Hill, Mississippi. 

The couple had fifteen children. When Uncle Bud, their oldest 
child, was six months old for some unknown reason they hurriedly left 
Jasper County. They traveled at night on foot taking what possessions 
they could. Their journey terminated when they arrived at the Will 
Best place which was located in Perry County, Mississippi. Simeon 
Served as shireff of Perry County at some later time. He also served 

in the Civil war. 

Several years ago Vinia (Strickland) Friddle tried to secure a 

War marker for Simeon's grave from the Veteran's Administration. No 
records were found in Jackson or Washington of Simeon Strickland ever 

| serving in the Civil War. The Veteran's Administration searched the . 

| Archives and found that only one Strickland had served in that war. 

| The reason for the mix-up was that his real name and the initials he 

| used did not correspond. A marker was finally received and can be 
found on his grave. He and his wife are buried in Salem Cemetery in 


Wayne County, Mississippi. 
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The remaining part of this book will only contain information 


about Simeon Strickland and his descendents.

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NEEDHAM PERRITT 


On file in the Military Records in Washington, S. C. is the following informa- 
tion obtatned from the Bounty Land applications of Needham Perritt, a veteran 
of the War of 1812. 


A copy of his discharge paper states that he had been a Private of Captain Walter 
Cole's company, Third regiment of Rifles who was enlisted the third day of Sept- 
ember, 1814 to serve during the war, and was honorably discharged from the army 

of the United States. He was born in the County of Marion in the State of South 
Carolina, was about twenty one years of age, five feet seven inches high, dark 
complexion,, dark eyes and dark hair , and by occupation, when‘entisted, was 

a farmer. Given at Washington, this fifth day of April 1815. Signed D. Parker, 
Adj. & Ins. Gen. Several papers in the packet give the year-of enlistment as 

1813 and several state 1814 as the year. 


From Needham Perritt's application for bounty land approved by the Act. of Feb. 
14, 1871, on the 10th day of June 1871 he was aged 78, a resident of Butler Co., 
and stated he was married to the former ''Dicey Worl'' in Butler Co. on May 

1869, and that he was the same Needham Perritt who enlisted for five years (or 
during the war) at Marion, So. Car. on Sept. 3, 1813, and was honorable dis- 
charged at Washington, DBD. C. in the spring of 1815, and that his place of abode 
was about 13 miles south of Greenville. His testamony was attested to by N. B. 
Lynn and Benjamon Majors who stated he had not adhered to the cause of the 
enemies of the Government nor gave them any aid or comfort. 


On the 20th day of December 1880 Mrs. Vicy Perritt, aged 48 yrs., a resident of 
Butler County, swore she was the widow of Needham Perritt, dec'd, late a pri- 
vate in the 3rd U. S. Rifles, Reg. Army, War of 1812. She further stated she 
was married to Mr. Perritt on the 22nd day of April 1869, and that her husband 
died on the 26th day of November 1880, and that she had not married since his 
death. She made this declaration for the purpose of being enrolled as a pen- 
sioner under the Act approved March 9th 1878. For proof of her claim she sub- 
mitted her marriage license on which her name was spelled ''Vysy World''. The 
couple was married at the residence of the bride's by M. B. G. Cooper. 


Testifying to the identify of the Widow were F. J. World, aged 19 years and W. 
W. Pouncy, aged 26 yrs, who was a resident of Greenville, and who had known both 
of the Perritts for 8 years and was present at the death of Needham. 


A final paper in the packet states the death of the widow was July 31, 1902, 
and that her maiden name had been Visey World. 


This couple was buried in Mt. Olive East Cemetery where her name was inscribed 
as Lou Vicey Reaves Parritt and his as Needham Parritt. 


In Vol. V1 of the BCHS -in the 1850 Census the same Needham Perritt is listed 

as D-2], where he is shown as aged 50 years, a farmer and born in Ala. This 

as we can see was an error on the part of the enumerator as there was no Ala. 
in 1800. Hiswife at that time was Rosana, aged 46, born in So. Carolina. We 

have been unable to locate a cemetery marker for Rosana. Perhaps she lies in 
an unmarked grave in Mt. Olive near her husband.

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WILLIAM GARDNER 


William Gardner was one of the early Butler County settlers of whom it has 
been most difficult to learn any information. One thing definite about him is 
that he served as a Private in the War of 1812 in Captain James Saffold'’s Vol- 
unteer Company of Artillery, in the 4th Regiment in the Georgia Militia from 
Jones Co., Georgia. His term of service was from November 21, 1814 to May 6, 
1815. The: place of his enlistment or discharge is not shown on his military 
records from Washington, and no other information was available in the packet 
ordered. If he was married at that time, his widow must have either died or 
remarried before the date of eligibility to apply for bounty land or pension. 


In looking through the Land Office Records in Cahaba, a William P. Gardner 
entered land in Township 10, Range 14, in the vicinity of Shiloh Church. At 
the time he registered for the land he was residing in Jones Co., Georgia, and 
the date of the entry was September 8, 1817. He was listed in the Land Records 
ledger between Alexander Gardner and James Saffold, all from Jones Co., Georgia. 
It would seem that this William P. Gardner and William Gardner who served as a 
Private under Captain Saffold were one and the same man. Listed with these 3 
men and also living in Jones Co., Ga. was Mansil Womack. 


Historians have recorded that Captain William Butler was killed in an Indian 
attack on March 18, 1818 along with William Gardner and Daniel Shaw. But was 
William Gardner the man killed? The Historical Society is trying to determine 
the correct identity, and is asking all readers to help us with this problem. 
We would like to place a military marker over his grave, and would like to be 
certain the correct name is inscribed on it. Jeanne Jones of Tallahassee Fla. 
has sent us a copy of an entry in the land records of William P. Gardner turn- 
ing in his original entry Certificate #410, dated 8 Sept. 1817 for credit on 
a reduced purchase price. His entry was relinquished on 26 June 1827 and 
patented to James and George Garrett, after being turned in on 25 Sept. 1821. 


‘ This date is several years after the massacres. Usually, in the event of the . 


death of the purchaser, the records will state "The heirs of — " or will name 
someone as acting as attorney for the heirs. This could be an exception. 


Jeannie also sent information taken from the land office on Alexander Gardner 
which reveal that he died after having paid the first installment on his land 
and subsequent payments were never made. From depositions made to substantiate 
the claim of Gardner's heirs, William B. C. Walker (husband of Mary Ann Gardner, 
a dau) stated Gardner died in 1819 or 1820 "as well as recollected". George R. 
Evans stated Gardner died in Monroe Co., AL. Could Alexander Gardner be the 
man who was slain in 1818 in Butler Co., or do the historians have the facts 
right? 


Alexander Gardner's file in the land office also gives a listing of his heirs 
as presented by Walker as the following: James A. Gardner; Mary Ann, wife of 
William B. C. Walker; Martha, widow of Capt. James Saffold; Renny, wife of 
Thomas Lightfoot; Susan, wife of Thomas Perry; Priscilla, wife of James 0. K. 
Garrett; Eliza, wife of William Brooks and Eldridge Gardner. James 0. Kelly 
Garrett was a brother of Charity Garrett Butler, wife of Capt. William Butler. 
According to Jeannie,Mary Ann Gardner and William Walker were married in Dallas 


. Co. AL 2 Jan. 1824. Thought this information might be helpful to some of you.

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JAMES STUART* 


James Stuart (1775-1849), a Scottish author and newspaperman, reached the 
United States in the fall of 1828 and remained until April, 1831. His record 
of travel, later published as THREE YEARS IN NORTH AMERICA, was severly criti- 
cized by several English reviewers because of its extreme sympathy with the 
young republic. Stuart devoted the months of March, April, and May, 1830, to a 
tour of the West. Following the usual stage route from Columbus, Georgia, through 
the Creek territory, he reached Montgomery on March 16. Instead of going to Mo- 
bile by the Alabama River he went by stage--a rather unusual choice for a tra- 
veler in early Alabama.

On the following morning (March 17, 1830), I started (from Montgomery) by 
the stage for Mobile, on the Gulf of Mexico. There is steam-navigation from 
Montgomery to Mobile by the Alabama River; but the steam-vessels are more for the 
conveyance of cotton than of passengers; and the distance by the river, about 
400 miles, is more than twice as long as by land. I had only one fellow-travel- 
ler in the stage, Captain Wade. He was acquainted with the country; but I be- 
lieve he, as well as I, thought the driver had got us into a scrape, by pre- 
ferring the ford to the bridge over the river, on our way to the south of Mont- 
gomery. We were all but swamped. The water got into the carriage; but the 
American drivers, though very fond of sailing close by the wind, never run any 
hazard, as far as I have seen, without being sure that they will be able to 
extricate themselves. On the road near the river, we met an immense waggon- 
load of whisky proceeding to Montgomery. The driver stopped and saluted; and 
the driver of the whisky allowed our driver to take as much of it from a great 
greybeard as he chose. He had also the courtesy to offer to the inside passen- 
gers as much of the liquor as we liked. But, while we acknowledged his kind- 
ness, neither of us had any disposition, so early in the morning, to hob and 
nob with him. 

Not long after leaving the river, the stage passed through the first prairie 
land that I have seen, consisting of large undulating pastures, which never seem 
to have been covered with wood; on the skirts of which are fine forest trees, 
and frequently dropping trees, and clumps of wood adorning the plains. 

The grass of the prairies is tall and rather coarse, but in the early stages 
of its growth, it furnishes succulent and rich food for cattle; and if it was 
cut in that state or a little afterwards, it would make excellent winter fod- 
der; but as the summer advances, the grass becomes tough, and of course, when cut 
in that state, it does not become so nourishing food for the winter. In many 
parts of the country the number of cattle is so small in proportion to the 
quantity of herbage, that much of the grass remains neither depastured nor cut; 
and it is a common practice to set fire to the dry grass in the spring, in order 
to prevent the rotting of the roots. The alluvial prairies are generally to be 
found on the margins of the rivers, and they are of a deep pliable soil, of 
extraordinary fertility. 

After a charming drive we arrived, with a keen appetite for breakfast, at a 
small cabin kept by a person of the name of Bonum. There was only one apartment 
in the house, and in it Captain Wade and I found Mrs. Bonum seated at the head 
of a table, on which there were still some remains of a breakfast. The driver 
who was to proceed with us, was just about finishing his meal. Mrs. Bonum seem-

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ed to remaig inactive on our taking our places at the table; and upon our telling 
_ her that we could not breakfast upon what we saw on the table, she said that was 
none of her business, that she had put a good breakfast on the table at the stage 
hour, but that we were far too late. In the mean time, she appeared to commence 
making some preparation, and I, for the sake of talking, asked the driver where 
in the world he lodged, as there did not seem to be another habitation in the 
forest, into which we had now got. He replied, that he lived in the same apart- 
ment with the landlord and landlady and their children. My question, and the re- 
ply, enraged the cross-grained Mrs. Bonum to such a degree, that she intermitted 
all preparation for breakfast, muttering, that the inquisitiveness of stage- 
passengers was past bearing...... In the end, however, we got everything necessary 
for making a good breakfast, though from the worse-tempered American female I 

had seen on my travels; but this road passes through a country, a very smal] 
portion of which is yet settled, and where there are no other hotels than those 
at which the mail-stage stops. The hotel-keepers, therefore, if they deserve 

the name, and the drivers, usurp an. authority which would not be submitted to in 
peopled parts of the country. The drivers place the mails in the stage so as 
very much to annoy the passengers, and give themselves no trouble about their 
baggage, which must be constantly looked after from the interior of the stage. 

It would be far better for the passenger to give a regulated trifling fee to 

the drive, than to be subjected to this never-failing sort of annoyance. 

Arrived at the next hotel, which is the usual dining place, we found neither 
the hotel-keeper, Colonel Wood, nor the driver at home. Both were hunting. At 
length they appeared with a fine buck, which they had killed; but the dinner 
was very indifferent, consisting of a sort of dried venison, not the most diges- 
tible sort of food. The people, however were very civil; and as they produced 
the best they had, no fault-was found. They had one excellent article, beer 
brewed from molasses, of very good quality. 

In proceeding in the evening from Colonel Wood's to the hotel of Major Taylor 
at Gre(e)nville, we encountered a very heavy thunder storm, and quite a deluge 
of rain, which had nearly penetrated the roof of the stage when we arrived at 
the hotel. It was no easy matter to escape a ducking in merely getting out of 
the stage and into the hotel. Nothing very comfortable was: to be got there, ex- 
cept a small room or bed-chamber for myse!f. There was no bedding except a fea- 
ther bed, into which the feathers had been thrown loosely, and not half so many 
as it should have contained. 

Next morning I proceeded in the stage from Gre(e)nville to Price's hotel, 
fifteen miles. Price himself had driven me from Gre(e)nville; his wife had an 
excellent breakfast prepared...She had lived a long time in South Carolina, but 
liked Alabama quite as well, were it not for the want of schools for her children, 
the climate was more healthy, and her husband better paid...The population in this 
neighborhood is still very thin; but there are patches here and there of corn 
crops. The wheat is already in the ear on the 18th of March. The road runs 
through the forest, part of which, consisting mostly of oak, they called oakey, 
and part of pine, which they call piney. The people consider piney, which is 
chiefly dry and of thin soil, to be the most favourable for health. 

From Price's hotel we proceeded to Cocker's-thirteen miles-and, after changing 
horses, to Longmyre's hotel,-sixteen miles. The drivers by no means improve in 
civility in going south. They seem to look upon themselves as the lords of the 
road, and pay no attention to any directions given them as to baggage or anything 
else. One of them, by name Elisha Lolley, who took the reins at Longmyre's, was 
as uncivil and rude as possible. He never opened his mouth without swearing, 
especially when he called to his horses, which he generally did, by damning their 
little souls. He put off his time on the road, although he had to pass a danger- 
Ous creek or river, which he did not do without great difficulty, in consequence 
of its being almost dark. He had very nearly upset the stage in passing over a 
bank of sand, which had been yesterday thrown up here by a flood. After he had 
got safe over, he turned to me, with the most perfect sang froid, to ask how I 
liked travelling in the night in the woods of this country? 
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Lolley had to drive about sixteen miles to Duncan Macmillan's, where we were 
to remain for the night. " 

It being dark when we arrived, Duncan himself came out to welcome me, and as 
soon as he discovered that I was from Scotland, he gave me his hand; and his 
pleasure on seeing me was increased, when he found that I could ask him how he 
was today in Gaelic! 

Duncan came from Argyle when he was very young...He settled in this country 
about ten years ago, and has seventy acres cleared by his own industry, and a 
considerable tract of wood-land...He was, he said, under a good government, that 
did justice to all, and he had many advantages. He never went to market but for 
coffee. He grew both sugar and cotton on his own plantation; and, being a mem- 
ber of a temperance society, he did not taste fermented liquor. Coffee was, he 
Said,the best stimulant, and very good coffee he gave us. The drivers, both Mr. 
Lolley and he who was to be charioteer next morning, were, of course, at supper 
with us; and I was glad to find, that Mr. Macmillan had so much influence with 
them, as to put an entire stop to their rude, boisterous swearing. 

Mr. Macmillan promised me a separate bed-room and he was as good as his word; 
but it was a very small apartment, thinly boarded, with hardly any room for a 
chair or anything else. He said, however, that he was a man of invention, and 
taking his carpenter's tools with him, he in a moment put up pins for a looking- 
glass and other necessary articles. I was not long in bed when I distinctly 
heard him, through the thin boarding of the room, engaged in family worship with 
his family, consisting of his wife and two daughters, who were young women. 

In the morning I found Duncan waiting for me, that he might get as much more 
information as he could respecting his native country before the stage drove off. 

Mr. Peebles kept the hotel where we breakfasted. The appearance of the house, 
of its furniture, of the landlady herself, and of the breakfast, at once showed 
that the planter's family were in a different situation of life, in point of ed- 
ucation, etc., from those we had lately seen; but here the most lawless of al] 
drivers I had yet met got charge of the stage. 

At the distance of a mile or two farther to the southward, we picked up, at 
a house by the road side, Mrs. Mills, a lady who has a hotel somewhere in the 
neighborhood, an active intelligent woman, who is about to get the stage-house, 
which is only now building for her. She aoes not allow a drop of spirits to be 
kept in her house, and told us that the influence of the temperance societies is 
such, that spirits are not to be had in haif the houses where they were former- 
ly sold. Mrs. Mills spoke very favourably of the cheapness of the country. Every 
thing required for family use was raised by her on her farm, excepting coffee, 
and her game-keeper, an Indian, gave her abundance of game, especially of wild- 
deer and wild turkeys. He had brought her forty deer from the Ist January to the 
19th March. The wild turkey is very plentiful here, and easily brought down. 

We dined at Macdavid's hotel, ten miles further on, and had plenty of very 
nice pork, which in some shape or other is the food generally used in this thinly 
peopled country at this season of the year. When the stage stopped at Macdavid's 
the driver called to the slave in waiting, "Where is the pan? come let us take a 
wash." This is very much according to the custom here. The water is brought in 
a large pewter basin, and is set down in the space between the parallel apart- 
ments of the house, where there is a large towel upon a roller. From Macdavid's 
we proceeded to Judge Burns' hotel, five miles from Blakeley. On our way our path 
was illuminated by fire-flies, which are here very large, and are called lightning- 
bugs, but, notwithstanding, we for the first time got entangled upon one of the 
stumps, and lost so much time in extricating ourselves, that we did not reach 
Judge Burn's house till one o'clock in the morning. I could find no fault, the 
driver being civil and obliging, and doing all he could in roads that should not 
be travelled after sunset, merely a tract in the forest covered with stumps. Judge 
Burns' is a good hotel, and no difficulty was found in getting us coffee, even at 
one in the morning. After an excellent breakfast next morning, 2t which the Judge 
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presided, we started for Blakeley, fiye miles off on the eastern outlet of the 
Mobile River. The driver to Mobile both understood his business and was civil. 
He was brtbed to come to this country from Washington, by an offer of 400 dollars 
a year, besides his board. A few years ago Blakeley was a thriving place, but 
the situation has turned out to be unhealthy, and building is now at a stand. 
A steam-boat was in waiting at Blakeley to carry us to Mobile, twelve miles. 
The boat was sufficiently dirty, and the persons who navigated her careless, 
swearing people. She was only of eighteen-horse power. The general government 
pays 1000 dollar a year for transporting the mail in this boat these twelve miles, 
There were some Choctaw Indians in the boat, who were on their way to Mobile to 
sell their deer skins. 
On reaching Mobile, I found that it would be advisable to proceed immediately 
by steam to New Orleans, the stage road being at present almost impassable.... 
The steam-boat for New Orleans, distant about 190 miles, started from Mobile 
within an hour and a half after we arrived there:

He Ways 
they will need the timber. He has the most magnificent forest 
there is im north Georgia. He takes no paper, does not Vote, 
but has the highest sense of honors has an abhorrence of fraud 
and deception. Up to a short time ago he Lived entirely alone, 
but new has a housekeeper. There is no road leading to or from 
his heuge, and he lives a mile or more from the publie road. 
Although he owns some 2,000 acres of land and a good bank account 
yet from his appearance you would think he was net worth a dole 
lar. After talking with him an hour or twe, we left him to go 
ever to his brether’s, who lives a mile further east. 


We took a path that led us down te "Big Black Creek,” spared 
by a foet-log as Mr. Strickland ealled it, but really it was of 
stackpele size forty feet to farther side. Wheeler balanced 
himself over with a handpole. I had considerable misgivings 
about my ability to do likewise, but believing wnat has been 
Aene eould be dene again, I started and coonec it, Off we start=- 
ed and got lost, but on taking our bearings, we regaineaé our 
faith and soon arrived at Isaac Strickland’s, whem we found sick 
im bed, He, however, gave us a warm greeting. He has been con- 
fined to the bed four months. We found him better than we @X- 
pected for we had heard of his serious illness befere we left 
home. We had traveled 60 miles by railroad and 9 miles by pri- 
vate conveyance and “ceooned” it over a forty feet pole, ail in 


six hours. 
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Isaac Strickland we found te be quite different to Sanders 
in his tastes, He lives in a modern eight room house with fur= 
niture, carpets, pictures, etc,., in keeping with demands or po-« 
sition he cecuplies in seciety. He has a beautiful location for 
his house, It seems to be a characteristic of the Strickland 
family to always build near a spring. He has a large landed 
estate (equal to that of his brether), but Isaac believes in 
cutting down timber and beautifying his premises, thereby giv- 
ing employment to his large number of tenants - 17 families, 
consisting of 45 souls, They ali have a fatherly regard ter 
their landlord, and we had a pleasing illustration of this the 
last night of cur stay with him. A Mr. Harwell and his three 
daughters, and a Mr. Streatman and wife came over after supper 
te gee him. The Misses Harwell gave us some very fine music on 
the planc-harp. Then, they all joined in and gave us some of 
the best vocal music it has been our pleasure toe hear in a long 
while, Although they were his tenants, they were treated with

Does not 
hesitate to take sides, and abundantly able te maintain his po- 
sitien, He has a fine vein of humor running through his make 
up and although he is bedridden, yet he has a high appreciation 
ef a good joke.

There is some published research on our Strickland Genealogy 
- that does not provide sufficient evidence to support the claims 
made, Principally, the research that I include in this article is 
that of Worth S, Ray Research Collection, 975 DAR, Vol. 31, page 16. 
Quote, "Matthew Strickland, Sr. who married Elizabeth Loreen, of 
es England and came to Maryland in 1679 on the HERRON, Awe 
gust 4, 1699 his land was divided between his sons.” End of quote. 


First, I would like to say that the land division between sons 
of Mathew Strickland, referred to above, occured in Isle of Wight 
County, Virginia, and is published by John Bennett Boddie in his 
book, SEVENTEENTH CENTURY ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY, VIRGINIA, and has 
the following paragraph taken from the County Deed Book I: "Mathew 
Strickland and William Strickland, sons of Mathew Strickland, deceas-= 
ed, have made a division of their lands, Mathew gives his brother, 
Samuel Strickland, 150 acres and his brother, John Strickland, 150 
acres and to his brothers, William and Joseph, 150 acres apiece, 
August 1699. Barnaby Mackinney, Thomas Marks,” 


secondly, upon examination of the document mentioned in the 
first paragraph of this article from the Worth S, Ray Collection, 
it will be observed that one person came on the Heron in the year 
of 1678, that six persons came on the Heron in th: year of 1679, 
and two persons, namely a Matthew Strickland and Elizabeth Loreen, 
came on the GLOBE in the year of 1680, Please note that the ship 
these two persons came on was the GLOBE and not the HERON, and that 
the year was 1680, Also note that this warrent granted to John Tan- 
ner, Merchant, four hundred and fifty acres of land to him for the 
importation of the named persons in the document, Consequently, 
these persons came under bond, or at the expense of someone else; 


namely, John Tanner, 


in a second document, which may be found in the Calvert County, 
Maryland, Testamentary Proceedings, Vol. 16, pages 30 and 31, the 
following is recorded: Thomas Greenfield came into Court Nevember 
1691, Calvert County, Maryland, and requested Letters of Administra- 
tion of goods and possessions of Mathew Strickland, late of Calvert 
County, deceased, who died intestate, Whereupon this Thomas Green- 
field was directed to give an inventory accounting within three 
months. (Editor's Notes Photocopies of the original documents 
referred to in this article are in the Strickland Library Document 
File, They are negative photocopies, and will not reproduce clear 
enough to print in the quarterly. NJC) 


At this point, I introduce evidence which I believe supports 
the theory that another Mathew Strickland, at an earlier date, 1678, 
was already on the scene in the Isle of Wight County, Virginia; in= 
volved in receiving a land grant of 902 acres of land for the trans= 
portation of 18 persons; date of this document 26 September 1678, 
recorded in Patent Book No. 6, page 653. Then again, this same 


Mathew Strickland received 1,803 acres of land for the transporta- 
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tion of 36 persons, BobReahWistofy,& GenealogyNep6sted 20 April 1680. I 
must acknowledge at this Sédckleod tamiy Wethave not determined how and 
precisely the date this Mathew Strickland came to this land, Here

This is what 
Mathew Strickland did in the Isle of Wight County, Virginia. 


fo summarize, based upon data and documentations currently 
available, one would have to conclude that the Matthew Strickland 
of Calvert County, Maryland, whose possessions were inventoried by 
Fhomas Greenfield, as directed by the November 1691 Court, died 
prior te this date, Also, I would point out thet these are all of 
the records on the Strickland Family that are located in the Hall 
Records, Annapolis, Maryland, according to the authorities there, 
and that these dosuments do not reveal any heirs of this Matthew 
strickland., It cannot be concluded that he did or did not have 
heivs, There is no document to indicate that he did or did not have 
wile or children, Many records were destroyed by fire in Calvert 
County, in 1652, It is my opinion that the Matthew Strickland of 
Calvert County, Maryland, and the Mathew Strickland of the Isie of 
Wight County, Virginia were different men, It is reported in “GONE 
TO GEORGIA”, by William C, Stewart, that Mathew Strickland Sr., 
tTsle of Wight County, Virginia, died 1696, which would have been 
five vears after the death of the Maryland Matthew Strickland. 


New, to further muddle the situation, read some recently pub- 
lished data on our Stricklands of Virginia. BUCHANAN, VIRGINIA, 
GATEWAY TO THE SOUTHWEST by Harry Fulwiler, Jr., 1980, pages 835- 
839, herein partially quoted. “William Strickland, an early set- 
tler of Botentourt, was probably descended from Roger Strickland 
and his wife, Elizabeth Loreen, of Moreland County, Westmoreland, 
England, The name was originally Stirkland; Stirke were later 
called Steers, Leaving a long settled place of residence, this 
couple left England in 1679, sailed to the Colonies on a ship 
called the °Herron’.”

JESSE STRICKLIN (STRICKLANG) was a Private in Captain Thomas Boykin’s 
Company, Major Cameron‘’s Command, of the North Carolina Drafted Mili- 
tia. He was drafted for six months service, A Company Pay Roll 
shows he was paid for duty from July 24, 1813 to September 20, 1813. 
His pay per month was eight dollars. A Company Muster Roll, dated 
September 26, 1813, states he was “Discharged by Substitute, Septem- 
ber 20, 1813." 


Georgia: 


ALLEN STRICKLAND enlisted as a 2 Sergeant in Captain Lewis Easter's 
fai uml of Infantry, 3rd Regiment, Georgia Militia, on November 21, 
1814, He was stationed at Camp Darien, Georgia, and is listed ona 
Company Pay Roll, dated November 21, 1814 to March 8, 1815, and on 

a Company Muster Roll dated December 8, 1814 to March 8, 1815. His 
residence is given as Clinton, Jones County, Georgia, 200 miles from 
Darien, His pay per month was $1l. 


ALLEN STRICKLAND received a pension while living in Desota County, 
Mississippi. He appeared in Probate Court on the 6th of June 1851 
to declare his eligibility for a pension. Among the papers in his 
file is the following certification of service:
